UNGLE SAM PAYS 
DEBT AFTER CENTURY 


CROOKS FAMiLY REAP REWARD 
AFTER A HUNDRDED YEARS 
Or PERSEVERANCE 


Claim For the Illegal Seizure of a 
Canadian Vessel in 1812, Has Been 
Urged at Washington Persevering- 
ly Ever Since the Close of the War. 
Mark Twains ludicrous sketch of a 

certain George Fisher, deceased, 
whose meagre worldly possessions 
were destroyed by United States 
troops in 1813 is wel) known; in 1848 
the heirs filed a first .claim, subse 
quently many subsidiary claims, 80 
that when the humorist “let go his 
bolt,” on the Fisher family fortunes 
the heirs had ececured in damages and 
various accrued interests something 
iz six figures of good American dol- 
ars. 

The ‘award of the American and 
British Claims Tribunal at Washing- 
ton, the other day, for the _ illegal 
seizure of the Canadian vessel, Lord 
Nelson, in 1812, granting the owner’s 
heirs $5,000, with 93 years’ interest at 
4 per cent., proves once again that 
fiction has to “go some” to beat out 
truth. Singulerly enough, the motto 
of the Crooks family concerned is 
“Perseverando” and the family claim 
has been urged at Washington in- 
termittently but perseveringly ever 
since the war, which really begun 
with the illegal seizure alluded to. 
The belated judgment, which at last 
has been given, nets the Crooks’ heirs 
$23,000. By the treaty of 1910 un- 
der which th2y secured it, they got 
only 4 per cent..though their claim 
was for six. The latter would en 
title them to over a million dollars, 
but it is not known at present Wheth- 
er Barrister A. D. Crooks of Toronto, 
grandson of the Hon. James Crooks 
—one of the two brothers who owned 
the Lord Nelson—will elect to say: “I 
will persevere,” or not. In 1817 a de- 
cree made by the court of the North- 
ern District of New York pronounced 
the seizure of the boat, and is making 
over into a United States war vessel 
at Sackett’s Harbor, illegal, and di- 
recting $5,000 to be paid the claimants. 
In the mcantime, however, Theron 
Rudd, clerk of the court, has abscond- 
ed with all the court funds; this was 
the first of a lengthy series of near- 
awards given, one being a decree of 
the Court of Claims in 1859, which 
held that the claimants were entitled 
to only $183.50, or their share of the 
monies recovered by the United States 
government from the defaulting court 
clerk. 

Anotheyx of the family that valiant- 
ly “persevered” in this singular case 
was the father of A. D. Crooks men- 
tioned—the late Hon. Adam Crooks, 
who was Egerton Ryerson’s succes- 
sor as minister of education for On- 
tario. There are many heirs besides 
A. D. Crooks, for Mrs. Louisa Burns, 
of Toronto; Willoughby Crooks of 
Montreal; J. Crooks, of Waterloo; 


and Mrs. Granville Cunningham, wife},

WELL KEPT FARM RECCRDS 


RESTRAINT OF INDIANS 


Prof. Gray of Saskatoon Speaks Be- | Methodist Conference Would Have 


fore Agricultural Secretaries—in- 

teresting Discussions 

In an address before the Agricul- 
tural secrotaries at Regina, Prof. 
Gray, of Sasketoon, laid‘ strong em- 
phasis on the value of well-kept farm 
records and farm accounts. That the 
farmer who wishes to get results from 
the application of his iabor muat 
practice business principles, and that 
he must be thoroughly conversant with 
the practical side of farming, was im- 
perative. Haphazard methods must in- 
evitably iead to loss. 

Records were divided into three 
classes—first, record of miscelianeous 
facts and even:s; second, financial re- 
cords designed to show profit and loss 
and external relationship of farmer; 
third, system of cost accounts. The 
old-time farmer kept these things in 
his héad. Under modern conditions, 
such practice is not suitable 

Dean Rutherford addressed the con- 
vention on the ‘mission of the college 
graduate.” He traced the history of 
agricultural eduvation, and declared 
that the methods of most progressive 
farmers were really the outcome of ex- 
periments carried out at colleges. 

Mr. Dunning developed the com- 
munity idea in opening his eddress, 
dwelling on the necessity of instilling 
into growing manhood the love of, 
farm and home. He enumearted many 
obstacles to successful co-operation 
among farmers, showing plainly that 
these obstacles are placed there by the 
farmer to a great extent. The best 
methods of overcoming these ubstacles 
were pointed out in th» succees of co- 
operative societies which have sprung 
up in the province within the last five 
years and with the resultant benefits 
The best example of such success in 
co-operaion is to be found in Sas- 
katchewan Co-operative Hlevator Cu. 


Waiting For Suffrage 

A clergyman who addresse da Mont- 
real s0ffrage league not long ago 
thought that a regrettable mistake of 
some of the workers for suffrage was 
overlooking other responsibilities in 
the meantime. A great deal could be 
done to better the conditions among 
the poor, without the vote. The speak- 
er urged the enlistment of those who 
were idle in social work. 

“Let women go upon the platform 
and speak upon political questions, 
saying no word of suffrage,” said a 


‘speaker at the inaugural meeting of} 


the Political Equality League in To- 
ronto. It would prove, he said, the 
best suffrage argument they couid 
offer. Let them take hold of every 
great public question, and make it 
a servant of ‘suffrage, showing men 
how to make politics clean. Another 
speaker on that occasion said of the 
“new woman” that she is merely the 
newly-awakened woman. Contrary to 
the usual contention of men, woman's 
great fault has been silence. It was 
always admitted that she could talk, 
but not that she could speak. Now 
women speakers appear who speak 
with a feminine eloquence all their 
own and a logic too fine to be called 
masculine. 

Miss Pethick, a suffrage visitor 
from England, closely identified with 
the movement there, hoped that Can- 
adian women might get the vote, but 
not too soon, “If you get it too soon 
half the women won't know its 
worth, but if you have to struggle 
for it, women will be better educated, 
and will do more with the ballot 
when they get it.” 


Drink and Athletics 
When the German team for tke 
Olympic games of 1916 is made up it 
will be noticed at once that there 
will be a surprisingly small number 
of varsity men among the mem- 


bers. ‘ 

Most of the athletes who will rep- 
resent Germany in the contests will 
be farm ‘lads, factory workers, sold- 
iers and sailors. The reason for this 
was made plain by Dr. Alvin C. 
Kraenzlein, the head coach of the 
German team, after his first sur- 
vey of his labors, He said: 

“College men ate too fond of beer 
and restaurants to give any time to 
the work of training as athletes. Even 
if they should change their habits, as 
some of them have. promised to do, 
we cannot expect such good material 
in the short time left in which to get 
them in condition for the contests.”

Stricter Supervision of the 
Red Men 

Indians in and out of jail occupied 
a large part of the attention of the 
Methodist conference recently at Cal- 
gary. When he is out it is the be 
lief of the members of the conference 
that his addiction to the pernicious 
drink and drug habits should be fur- 
ther curbed. It was also urged that 
Bun dances and such observances 
should be discountenanced to such a 
degree that they would be discontin- 
ued altogether When the red man is 
in limbo, in the opinion of the ‘good 
Methodists, he should be saved from 
the possibilities of further contam- 
ination by segregating him from the 
white prisoners, whose moral stand- 
ard is, in many cases, much lower. A 
resolution was passed recommending 
that the department of prisons sep- 
arate Indians and white prisoners 
while they are coafined in the cells. 

There was a further resolution with 
regard to the drug and drink question 
as follows: ‘Any person or police of- 
ficer may arrest without a warrant 
any person or Indian found gambling 
or drunk, or with an intoxicant in his 
possession or wny part of a reserve; 
or any Indian who has imbibed any 
intoxicating liquors; or by hypoder- 
mic or otherwise has taken any habit- 
forming drug, as opium, cocaine, etc., 
either on or off a reserve, and may 
detain him, etce., etc. 

It was also resolved that the ques- 
tion of sun dances should be called 
to the attention of the Indian depart- 
ment of the Dominion as some of the 
Christianity-professing Indians had 
complained that they were being an- 
noyed by the others of their tribes 
with practices of witchcraft, sun 
dancing and like observances 


Gamblers and Farmers 

People cannot build fine cities in 
Western Canada, stroll along the 
streets, smoke ezpensive cigars, and 
visit the show, while the farm is al- 
lowed to run to yeed. This was the 
purport of an address at North Battle- 
ford by Dr. J. G. Rutherford, superin- 
tendent of agriculture for the Canad- 
jan Pacific railway. He is another 
authority among many, both east aud 
west, who are preaching the gospel of 
mixed farming. It cennot be ignored. 
It is a matter of great imporiance to 
the eftire country. Mr. F. M. Scland- 
ers, of Saskatoon, the other day said 
that the two most tragic aspects of 
merely wheat growing are that at least 
one-third of the cultivated land in the 
three prairie provinces is summer fal- 
lowed each year, ard that the wheat 
growers themselves indulge in winter 
fallow. Professor EK. W. 4lliott, prin- 
cipal of the government agricultural 
schoo] at Olds, Alberta, is impressing 
upon hig students the advantages of 
having live stock on the farm. His 
schoo] igs discouraging the idea that 
a farmer can grow wheat alone and 
live. Professor Bllictt even ventured 
to say that the wheat farms of the 
;west at present are not paying ex- 
penses. 

The remedy for the illusion cited by 
Dr. Rutherford at North Battleford 
igs mixed farming on a sensible plan. 
“We have gone into the extensive 
occupation of land,” he said, “and . ot 
for the intensive farming of it.” West- 
ern farmers are losing ia: < 
money by selling their wheat and ex- 
hausting the soil, instead of feeding 
their grain ty stock. The man who 
tears up a few thuusand acres with a 
steam plow, feeds it, waits for regults 
and spends his winter in California, 
Dr. Rutherford ccrrectly desciibes as 
a gambler and not a farmer.—Mone- 
tary Times. 


AFRICA’S DIAMONDS 


First Stone Was Used as a Plaything 
by Boer Children 

‘The first diamond 

‘Griqualand, South Africa, was found 

lby the children of a Dutch farmer, 

who for a time used it as a plaything 

The stone was sent to Capetown, 


whore its true nature as a diamond | 


Was recognized, and it was subsequent: 
ly forwarded to the Paris Exposition, 
where it was sold for $2,500. This 
valuable discovery soon led to other 
researches, and diamonds were un- 
earthed in various places in Griqua- 
land West, with the result that in 
October 27, 1871, the country of the 
Griquas, a mixed race sprung from 
Dutch settlers and native women, was 
formally annexed by Great Britain. 
Diamond hunting was at first confined 
to the banks of the Vaal river, but 
in the year of the British occupation 
mines were opened in the locality 
known as the dry diggings, which has 
since received the name of Kimberley. 
In 1872 the world was startled by the 
discovery of the Stewart diamond of 
283% carats. The daily output of the 
consolidated mines at Kimberley is 
noW valued at $1,100,000.

ONE THIRD OF INCOME 
DEMANDED IN TAXED 


THE RICH MAN IN ENGLAND 
MUST CONTRIBUTE HEAVILY 
TO TREASURY 


This Calculation Has Been Made by 
Sir William’ Lever—He Likes the 
Idea, However, and Thinks Ghat the 
System of British Taxation is Ideal. 
Under the new scheme of taxation 

introduced by David Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, in his 
budget for 1915-16, a man having an 
income from a capital of five mililon 
dollars will have to pay one-third of 
his income in taxes. 

In the first place he has to pay 28 
cents on every five dollars in income 
tax; then he has to pay a similar 
amount in super-tax, and when he 
dies one dollar on every five of what 
is left has to be paid for death and 
estate duties. The total is figured at 
just one-third of the income. 

This calculation hag been made by 
Sir William Lever, one of the mil- 
lionaires who will have to pay, but 
who does not object. ° 

“I like it,” he suid. “In my view 
the ideal system of taxation, both 
local and imperial is, through the in- 
come tax, the  super-tax, death 
duties, land tax, site value tax, and 
taxation upon luxuries, such as al- 
goneh, tobucco, ets. Everything eise 
ree.” 

While Lloyd-George has followed 
his predecessors in his system of 
taxation, except that he has increas- 
ed the rate of income and super-tax 
and death duties go that the wealthy 
have to pay the lion’s share, he has 
gone to other countries for some of 
his ideas. His taxation of site values 
is based or the law now in vogue in 
British Columbia, while he has gone 
to the American income tax law for 
the idea of making money accruing 
to British subjects from investments 
abroad pa; its share of taxation. 

In recent years British capitalists 
have made immense investments in 
foreign countries. When the income 
from these investments were brought 
home to be spent, the government 
under the old law did not touch it. 
Now Lloyd George says all income 
of British subjects resident in the 
United Kingdom must contribute to 
the imperial revenue, These foreign 
investments are estimated at over a 
billion and a haif dollars, and from 
this the chancellor hopes to secure 
$1,250,000 this year, and double that 
amount next year. The revenue from 
income tax and death duties this year 
wran amount to something like 9+4,u..,- 

In spite of these increases, Sir Geo. 
Paish, editor of the Statist, says the 
burden of taxation is much smaller 
than it hag been in modern history. 
In 1880, when the expenditure came 
to $41,000,000, it was raised out of a 
national income of five billion doilars. 
Now the national income reaches the 
enormous total of $12,000,000,000 so

it can easily stand the increased .ox-. - 


penditure. Sir George argues that 
ngland can bear still greater in- 
creases in her budget. 

“There are good grounds,” he says, 
“for believing that the income and 
wealth of this country will again 
double in another thirty years. When 
it reaches twenty-five billion dollars 
and I have no doubt thet it will 
rathin a generation, a budget of two 
jand a half billion dollars will be 
borne more easily than the burden of 
a million dollars in 1914.” 


Who Is an American? 

There hasn't been a president since 
Lincoln whose speeches on great pub- 
lic occasions can take rank with Mr. 
Wilson's. That over thé bodies of the 
sailors killed at Vere Cruz was a most 
striking utterance. 

“Notice that these men were of cur 
blood,” he said. “I mean of our Amer- 
ican blood, which is not drawn from 
any other country, which is nui drawn 
from any other stock, which is not 
drawn from any one language in the 
| world, but free men everywhere have 
sent their country in order to make 
that great compuunded nation which 
consists of all she sturdy elements and 
of all the best elements of the whole 
globe. I listened again to this list 
with a profound interest at the mix- 
ture of the names, for the names bear 
the marks of the. several national 
stocks frcm which these men came. 
, But they are not irishmen or Germans 
or Frenchmen or Hebrews any more. 
'They were Americans, every one of 
them, and were no different in their 
;Americanism because of the stock 
from which they came.” 

The idea needs to be emphasized for 
Canadians quite as much as for their 
| neighbors, for here the same process 
|is going on.—Edmorton Capital.

Is not the suggestion of a 
public market a timely one? 
It is very doubtful as -to 
whether the son of the 
soil will not be compelled” to 
resort to other than grain 
growing, so far as most of this 
province is concerned. On the 
other hand the townsman is 
making an increasing demand 
on farm and garden produce. 
There are few points which ob- 
tainan adequate local supply. 
And now regarding the public 
market. Such centres as Medi- 
cine Hat and Lethbridge have 
demonstrated the asset of this; 
in Lethbridge so much as $400 
worth of market goous has 
changed hands in one day. 

The public market will be a 
means of encouragement: to 
the farmer and gardener, invit- 
ing a regular and increasing 
supply of produce; it will es- 
tablish a definite day for the 
selling and buying of these ; it 
will be the means of fixing a 
standard weekly selling price ; 
it will relieve the inconvenience 
of requiring the handling by 
the general store-keeper (after 
a while) from this standpoint— 
the purchaser buys irregularly 
and the storekeeper suffers so 
much from having to keep 
| perishable goods on his hands, 
ithat it is not worth his while to 
distribute it. 

That abundant garden pro- 
duce can be obtained from soil 
such as ours has been well 
shown, where even only asmall 
scale of water supply has been 
in operation, 
| The profits in poultry raising 
| have left behind the day when 
| fowl were kept only because 
the farm was incomplete with- 
out them, 

The cultivated grasses can be 
grown where grain would be 
more risky, since their roots 
strike toa greater depth and 
are more secure against drouth, 
This fact would facilitate the 
dairy business. 

Itis becoming more and more. 
conceded that if the farmer is 
to be cortain of good returns 
each yeur he will have to eon- 
sume more of his grain upon 
the farm and market 4 more 
general produce, [mmediately 
prior to the financial depression 
the city of &lmonton had only 
nubout 2% of its teyshubary coun- 
try under cultivation, yet the 
farmer there has not had diff- 
cultyin securing necessary bank 
loans—a point strongly in favor 
of mixed farming, 


instance should give some per- 
spective of the latent possibili- 
ties ot our own locality. These 
musings are not newly born, 
but have been talked about for 
some time, a site already hav- 
ing been pointed out for the 
future market and the C.P.R. 
have been asked to reserve the 
15 vacant lots between the new 
barn of Mr. Peter Schank’s and 
the Red Deer Garage for this 
purpose. But is there any ad- 
vantage in letting things lie 
over rather than taking early 
steps to get same course into 
effect? The present is an ideal 
time for the consideration of 
matters of this nature, and we 
should like to see the powers 


that be get busy and do their 
best to give this matter their

We have an object lesson in 
Medicine Hat. The market 
there is a busy spot at all times, 
and produce is brought in from 
all points within a radius of 60 
miles. Some of this produce is 
shipped out by rail again as 
buyers come in from.all pomts 
along theC.P.R. main line, This 
applies particularly to the hog 
business, 

We have wa big stretch of 
country to draw from, and 
shortly will have tirst-class faci- 
lities for the distribution of all 
kinds of stock and produce, 
which should be handled 
through a local market, 

There is no time like the 
present for getting busy. A 
site for a market should be se- 
cured and arrangements made 
for adequate stock yards, This 
is 4 horse and cattle country 
and will gradually evolve into 
a mixed tarming country also, 
and it is up to Empress to en- 
courage this development, 2 

West of town three whole 
townships have been converted 
into.a ranch for the purpose of 
raising horses for army use. 
Why should not every animal 
be shipped trom here ? 

To the east and south we 
have a rich farming country 
which is thickly settled, from 
which we draw little or uoth- 
ing, This, we know Js on ac- 
count of the price of udmuis- 
sion, and until such times as 
there is a free ferry across the 
Saskatchewan River, we cannot 
expact anything elxe, 

ome was not bullt ina day, 
neither was Chicago, and what 
would the "windy city” be 
without her stock yards and 
market ? 

This market question Is of 
sufficient importance to entitle 
it to immediate attentlon,mak- 
ing us it will a strong tle be- 
tween Empress and 4 big sur- 
rounding territory.
